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Art  Matric  class  visits  Architecture  Museum

The  students  from  the  Art  Matric 
course,  along  with  Mrs.  Ellen  Pinchuk, 
went  to  the  Canadian  Centre  for 
Architecture  to  visit  the  Richard 
Henriquez  Memory  Theatre 
exhibition  on  Friday,  October  14,  and 
had  an  opportunity  to  be  young 
architects  for  a  day. 

We  were  immediately  amazed  by 
the  stunning  structure  that  is  the 
centre,  situated  on  Rene-Levesque 
Boulevard.  Designed  by  Peter  Rose, 
the  new  wing  contrasts  exceptionally 
well  with  the  original  Victorian 
structure,  once  belonging  to  Lord 
Shaughnessy. 

With  permission  from  our  guide, 
we  browsed  in  parts  of  the  original 
building.  The  mahogany  carvings 
adorning  some  of  the  rooms  and  the 
cathedral  ceilings  are  blended  perfectly 
with  contemporary  features  to  add  a 
fantastic  mystique  to  the  structure. 

Once  we  completed  our  tour  ol  the 
actual  centre,  we  headed  toward  the 
octagonal  gallery  to  visit  Richard

Henriquez's  Memory  Theatre.  It  is 
called  the  "Memory  Theatre"  because, 
shaped  in  a  large  circle  and  surrounded 
by  a  globe  and  a  pointer,  are  eight 
different  glass  cabinets  which  contain 
what  Henriquez  calls  his  "found 
objects."  These  objects,  that  range 
from  photographs  to  a  mahogany  tree 
stump,  remind  him  of  fond  times  in 
his  life.  Many  models  of  his  buildings, 
designed  with  special  attention  to 
historical  and  cultural  details,  are  also 
on  display. 


In  conjunction  with  this  particular 
exhibition,  is  a  workshop  called 
"Young  Architect."  Before  the  outing 
to  the  centre,  we  were  asked  to  bring  a 
"found  object"  with  us.  When  we  sat 
down  at  our  work  tables  during  the 
workshop,  we  were  told  to  use  our 
"found  objects"  and  integrate  them 
into  our  own  models. 

We  left  the  centre  with  impressive, 
wild-looking  models,  and  a  greater 
understanding  of  architecture  and  how 
it  relates  to  our  history  and  culture.

The  students 
have  a  specific  homework  time,  a  group  project,  and  then  a 
schedule  of  activities.  For  the  full  three  hours,  they  are 
continuously  occupied,"  says  Ms.  Beverly  Boucaud,  a 
university  student  who  helps  Mrs.  Berube-Masoud  operate 
the  programme. 

The  programme  begins  as  soon  as  the  boys  are  dismissed 
from  class,  and  runs  until  6:00  P.M.  The  students  eat  a 
nutritious  snack  before  concentrating  on  their  homework 
for  45  minutes.  During  that  time,  one  of  the  supervisors 
often  reads  to  the  younger  boys  who  customarily  do  not 
have  homework.

After  "homework  time,"  the  boys  partake  in  a  planned 
group  activity  that  varies  daily.  When  1  visited  the  boys,  they 
were  engrossed  in  baking  apple  muffins.  Each  student  had  a 
task  to  perform,  and  judging  by  the  level  of  concentration, 
the  students  took  their  tasks  very  seriously.  On  other  days, 
the  boys  create  arts  and  crafts  projects  ot  play  in  the  park. 
After  the  group  project,  the  students  follow  a  rotational 
schedule  that  includes  activities  such  as  computer  lab  time, 
or  various  games  in  the  gym. 

"I  think  the  programme's  success  is  due  to  the 
organization  of  the  activities.  The  activities  change,  they're 
interesting,  and  they  don't  last  too  long,  so  the  boys  remain 
occupied  and  don't  get  bored,"  says  Mrs.  Berube-Masoud. 

The  school  has  hired  two  university  students  -  Ms. 
Bevedy  Boucaud,  23,  studying  Political  Science  and  French 
at  Concordia  and  Mr.  Dion  Joseph,  21,  completing  the 
third  year  of  an  Education  degree  at  McGill  -  to  help 
supervise. 

About  a  dozen  students  are  enrolled  in  the  After  School 
Programme  on  a  regular  basis.  However,  the  programme  is 
also  available  on  an  occasional  basis,  for  those  students  who 
may  only  need  to  attend  on  certain  days. 

"Often  parents  work  and  can't  pick  up  their  children 
right  after  school.  They  need  someone  to  supervise  them," 
says  Ms.  Boucaud,  "but  this  programme  offers  more  than 
that;  the  students  are  in  a  learning  environment  that  is 
difficult  to  find  anywhere  else."
